The above passage we propose to con- | 
sider in a series of articles, and we trust | 
they will be interesting and profitable to | 
the inquiring reader. This language 
comes under the tile of a prediction, be-

The important fact which we wish first 
to ascertain, is, whether the punishment 
here predicted was to be inflicted in lime 
or eternily-—whether it is limiled or end- 
less in its duration.
